An article in "The Plain Dealer", daily Cleveland 
newspa per, issue of June 16, 1967 , stated that Dr. MARTIN

"We will start negotiations tomorrow with bread 
cosqpanies to get new and better jobs and Increase 
the income and buying power for Negroes. 

Negotiating teams will be formed and we will 
move down the line of bread companies. The 
teams will investigate the number of Negroes 
employed and the kinds of jobs they hold. 

We hope these businesses will cooperate. But 
some have been recalcitrant and If that is 
the case we will call on the whole community to 
withdraw economic support." 

The article further stated that the united Pastors 
Association, which Invited Dr. KING to Cleveland, announced a 
campaign to raise $150,000 to pay for Operation Breadbasket and 
other programs. Pastors of all churches were asked to make the 
fourth Sunday of each month Freedom Sunday out of which would 
come 25 cents donation from each member. Further, pledge cards 
were distributed to the pastors for their financial support and 
help with other phases of the program, such as picketing, research 
and support of selective buying campaigns.

Levison pointed out that this is the type of individual who 
will work for a cause and accomplish things. King indicated 
that he may participate in a freedom rally in the Toledo 
area in July or August, which he had previously turned 
down.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable in¬ 
formation in the past, advised on June 8, 1967 * that on June 2, 
1967, Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr., President of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), delivered a forty-four 
minute address to an audience of approximately 300 at Jones Hall, 
Virginia State College, Petersburg, Virginia. 

This address was the feature ofsf seven dollar plate 
testimonial dinner for Reverend Curtis_W<fHarria, the Virginia 
S tate Preside nt of SCLC, who resides in fiopewell, Virginia. 

He was cited for his leadership in the field of Civil 

Rights. 


In Reverend King's address, he advised that the 
Vietnam War is a Nationalist one, and one, in his opinion,In which 
the Uhited States should not be involved. He further added 
that his stands on the Vietnam War and Civil Rights do not in 
anyway conflict. He said they were both moral issues. He 
said he could not compromise with his conscience. 

Reverend King, according to the source, advised that 
"racial injustice is still the black man's burden and America's 
shame. This is not to overlook the fact that some progress 
has been made, and wfe who live in the South have seen these 
changes. n 


King stated further that "seme people say it is 
going to be a long hot summer, but I say we have had a long 
cold winter." He said that the Southland the State of 
Virginia have a long way to go before'reaching racial equality.

My dear Mr. Hoover; 

I heard your statement quoted over television last 
week that Dr. MartinL. King and Stockley Carmichael were 
encouraging riots in certain American cities this summer by calling 
them "Hot Spots." I agree with you 100% and so do millions of other 
American Negroes, in all walks of Life. I suppose he will lead 
parades and encourage them to tear their draft cards and burn the 
American flags as they did in New York. I Wrote you two letters 
last year regarding him and my real estate in Miami. I realize 
that you are not in a position to correct the situation but if I can 
be of service to you in any way where he is concerned my offer 
still holds.

On May 23, 1967, with Bureau approval I appeared before 
a conference of the above-captioned group. I briefly discussed 
with the group aspects of the communist, crime and racial 
problems.

It 
was a momentary victory for 
the moderates in the civil rights 
movement, Joseph L. Rauh Jr., 
Roy Wilkins and others oppos¬ 
ing the all-out defiance of the 
"black power" leaders. 

If you run on a third-party 
peace ticket, you will elect Rich¬ 
ard Nixon president of the 
United States, Rauh told the 
Rev. Dr. King, and that will be 
the end result of your crusade! 
for equal justice for the Negro. 
This was, to the Rev. Dr. King 
a sobering thought. 

NO ONE CLOSE to the debate 
believes, however, that the Rev. 
Dr. King’s decision is final. He 
is under strong continuing pres¬ 
sure to head a third-party ticket 
on a peace platform with Dr. 
Benjamin Spock as the vice- 
presidential candidate. "Black 
power” leaders Stokely Carmi- 
c h a e 1, Floyd McKissick and 
their followers tell him at every 
opportunity that it is his duty to 
give the American people a 
choice and not an echo. 

This is heady wine. Adulators 
insist that he and he alone can 
show the way to peace io Viet¬ 
nam. At the very least, they 
contend, he can bring about the, 
defeat of Lyndon B, Johnson 
for a second full term. . i 

The last consideration is the 
logic behind the position of 
Rauh and the moderates. If the 
Republicans see that the Rev. 
Dr. King means to head -a left¬ 


ist peace ticket, they will be 
convinced they can win with 
Nixon, who is the candidate of 
the hard-core pros in the party. 
And in a ciimate heated by 
fierce dissension, as the war 
continues to escalate, the Rev. 
Dr. King would in all probabili¬ 
ty take enough votes in the big 
city states to put the Johnson 
ticket in jeopardy. He would 
get a much bigger turnout than 
did Henry Wallace in 1948 run¬ 
ning on a left-wing anti-cold war 
ticket.

The "San Francisco Chronicle," a daily newspaper 
published in San Francisco, California, for May 18, 1967, 
reported on the appearances of KING before the Commonwealth 
Club in San Francisco and on the campus of the University of 
California, Berkeley, California, both appearances occurring 
on May 17, 1967. 

According to this paper, KING spoke before an 
audience of 600 persons at the Commonwealth Club. The theme 
of his speech could be summarized in one paragraph in which he 
was quoted, "If we can spend $35 billion a year in Vietnam, 
if we can spend $20 billion to put a man on the moon, then we 
can spend billions to put God's children on their own two feet 
on this earth." 

The paper reported that 7,000 students heard KING 
at the University of California. The substance of his speech 
was contained in the following quote: 

"It costs $500,000 to kill every enemy soldier while 
we spend only $53.00 a year for every poor person. We seem 
more concerned about winning an unwinable war in Vietnam than 
in winning the war against poverty right here at home." 

The "San Francisco Examiner," daily newspaper published 
in San Francisco, for May 18, 1967, reported that KING received 
standing ovations at the conclusions of both speeches described 
above. Many students at the University of California carried 
signs advocating a KING and SP0CK political ticket in the 1968 
Presidential elections. KING stated that he has "no political 
ambitions whatsoever" and "I can't now think of myself as a 
politician." He was further reported as saying that they should 
spread the word against the war when they get out of school for 
summer vacation.

I, of course, appreciate the point that the law requires that the 
content of your files be kept confidential. 

However, my letter was originally prompted by the fact that the 
statement has been made in print, in a magazine distributed through the 
facilities of the United States Mail with the special rates granted 
to periodicals, that the F.B.I, considers Martin Luther King to be 11 
"dangerous". ( Church Herald , May 5 , 1967 , page 16). £ 

If this statement is authorized, then I would like very much to be 
able to see the exact-form of the release in which it was originally 
made. 


If, on the other hand. It Is unauthorized, I know that you are 
most anxious to prevent the use of the phestige of the,Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to do damage to a citizen of the United 
States. There is some legal way^ for you to disavow an unauthorized 
use of the name of your agency, when such occurs.

The May 3* 1967 issue of the "Philadelphia Inquirer”, a local 
Philadelphia newspaper, carried an article entitled, "KING Asks Poverty 
Billions.” According to this article, MARTIN LUTHER KING stated on 
May 2, 1967, that the government must spend billions of dollars on the 
war on poverty. He continued by stating a civil rights leader spoke 
before about oOO persons In the auditorium of the Uhionvllle High 
School in Chester County. The talk was sponsored by the Radley Memorial 
Fund which is administered by the Philadelphia Ethical Society and the 
Kennett Society of Friends. KING stated time will not solve the 
problem of prejudice and that legislation alone is not the total answer 
although it can regulate behavior arid restrain harshness if vigorously 
enforced. He stated that in too many instances this legislation is 
not vigorously enforced and the Negro cannot do the Job all by himself.
